SUMVARY: The Export Adm nistration Regul ati ons (EAR) provide

that the Bureau of Export Admi nistration (BXA) may inform

exporters, individually or through anmendnment to the EAR that a

license is required for exports or reexports to certain entities.



The EAR contains a list of such entities. This rule adds to the
entity list: National Devel opnent Centre, Pakistan; and |ndian
Rare Earths, Ltd., India, and requires a |license for exports or

reexports of all itens subject to the EAR for both entities.

Backgr ound

General Prohibition Five (8736.2(b)(5) of the EAR) prohibits
exports and reexports to certain end-users or end-uses (described
in part 744 of the EAR) without a license. In the form of

Suppl ement No. 4 to part 744, BXA maintains an

"Entity List" to provide notice informng the public of certain

entities subject to such |licensing requirenents.

Al t hough the Export Adm nistration Act (EAA) expired on August

20, 1994, the President invoked the International Energency



Econom ¢ Powers Act and continued in effect, to the extent
permtted by |law, the provisions of the EAA and the EAR in
Executive Order 12924 of August 19, 1994, continued by

Presidential notices of August 15, 1995 and August 14, 1996.

Rul emaki ng Requi renents

1. This final rule has been determ ned to be not

significant for the purposes of Executive O der 12866.

2. Not wi t hst andi ng any ot her provision of |aw, no person
is required to respond to nor be subject to a penalty for failure
to conply with a collection of information subject to the
requi renents of the Paperwork Reduction Act unless that
collection of information displays a current valid OvB Contr ol
Nunber. This rule involves a collection of information
requi renents subject to the Paperwork Reduction Act of 1980 (44
U S C 3501 et seq.). This collection has been approved by the

3. This rul e does not contain policies with Federalism

inplications sufficient to warrant preparation of a Federalism



assessnent under Executive Order 12612.

4. The provisions of the Adm nistrative Procedure Act
requiring notice of proposed rul enaki ng, the opportunity for
public participation, and a delay in effective date, are
i nappl i cabl e because this regulation involves a mlitary or
foreign affairs function of the United States (see 5 U. S. C
553(a)(1)). Further, no other law requires that a notice of
proposed rul emaki ng and an opportunity for public coment be
given for this rule. Because a notice of proposed rul emaki ng and
an opportunity for public cormment are not required to be given
for this rule by 5 U S.C. 553, or by any other |law, the
anal ytical requirenents of the Regulatory Flexibility Act, 5

US. C 601 et seq., are inapplicable.

Therefore, this regulation is issued in final form Al though
there is no formal comrent period, public coments on this

regul ati on are wel cone on a continuing basis. Coments should be
